Great  probability  of  a  prolonged  war 


It  appears  that  the  German  array  has  already  approached  to  the 
vicinity  of  Jfoscow  and  with  the  success  of  the  present  Gorman  opera¬ 
tions  it  appears  that  most  of  the  3oviet  Forces  in  European  Russia  will 
bo  destroyed.  However,  we  can  not  expect  the  immediate  collapse  of  the 
Stalin  administration,  with  defeats  in  war,  it  appears  that  the  unrest 
of  the  Soviet  people  is  gradually  growing,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  Russo-German  war  is  showing  tine  'Dpoarance  of  a  race  war,  we  c*>n  not 
think  that  the  Soviet  people's  spirit  to  resist  Germany  will  rapidly  wane 
in  the  future.  i'e  believe  tliat  the  Stalin  regime,  while  gradually  draw¬ 
ing  back  to  the  east,  .ill  nuke  its  utmost  effort,  during  severe  winter, 
to  consolidate  its  preparation  for  roxt  spring,  relying  on  the  resources 
east  of  the  Volga  and  on  the  materials  supplied  by  Britain  and  America.  • 

It  is  believed  that  the  Russian  passive  resistance  -will  continue  hereafter 


As  the  German  authorities  hnvo  often  confidentially  informed  us, 
the  German  forces  are  expected  oo  socuro  the  line  linking  through  Lenin¬ 
grad,  Moscow,  Kharkov  and  Rastov,  laavo  a  number  of  units,  .and  withdraw 
the  greater  part  of  the  Arty  and  .air  forces.  Hie  attack  on  the  Caucasus 
is  expected  to  continue,  but  it  is  believed  that,  aside  from  North  Cau¬ 
casus,  the  attack  on  South  Caucasus  will  be  oxtre.nely  difficult  unless 
it  is  made  through  the  Black  Sea. 


Britain  is  unable  to  conceal  her  confusion  at  the  sight  of  tho 
Russian  forces  in  danger  of  collapso  by  Germany's  violent  attack.  Though 
Britain  is  encouraging  the  Stalin  rogime  together  with  America  by  supply¬ 
ing  materials,  it  is  doubtful  to  what  extent  tho  3ritish  and  American  aid 
to  Russia  will  be  eff active. 


Tho  rumor  circulating  in  one  part  that  Germany  and  Russia  may  suspend 
hostilities  is  not  without  possibility,  but  it  seems  hardly'  possible  that 
the  Stalin  adninistr'tion,  which  has  v/ithdrawn  to  the  oast  and  whioh  is 
in  such  a  condition  to  bo  able  to  look  forwxrd  to  '  recovery,  will  concludo 
"  hui.dlinting  p3aco  treaty  with  Germany.  Nor  can  wo  think  that  Germany 
will  t"ke  such  a  stop  in  vijw  of  its  policy  to  overthrow  Bolshevism. 


Since  thx  Russo-German  hr  brokj  out  Britain  hae  had  four  months 
of  rest  and  has  increased  her  power  and  confidence  to  defend  her  homeland 
After  the  completion  of  a  phase  of  the  Soviet  war,  Germany  will  probably 
begin  to  attack  the  Near  Ea3t. 
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Anticipating  Gorman  invasion  of  that  area,  Britain  is  reinforcing 
hor  troops  in  tho  area  linking  Iran,  Ir  'q  and  Syria  in  tho  Rear  East,  and 

also  busy  in  winning  Turkay  to  har  sido.  On  tho  othar  hand,  as  the  supre¬ 
macy  of  the  Aeditorron^nn  Sea  is  still  in  tho  hands  of  Britain,  tho  Gorman 

and  Italian  expedition  >ry  forces  in  North  .Africa,  with  their  supply  routes 

threatonod,  appear  to  ba  in  a  difficult  situation. 


After  tho  outbreak  of  tho  Russo-German  far,  some  parts  of  tho  Gorman 
occupiod  'reas  (Norway,  Franco,  Yugoslavia,  Bulgaria,  Croatia,  etc.)  and 
tho  Czechoslovakia  Protoctorate  havo  3eon  uprisings  such  as  sabotage  by 
the  Communist  underground,  but  as  they  have  boon  suppressed  by  her  sovero 
oppressive  measures,  excellent  polico  powor,  and  clover  administration  of 
tho  occupiod  areas,  etc.,  it  appears  they  will  not  intorforo  with  Germany’s 
prosecution  of  the  war. 

In  short,  Germany  will  probably  attain  her  objective  of  annihilating 
tho  Russian  field-army  in  European  Russia,  but  it  appears  that  Russia  will 
hereafter  retreat  to  the  east  of  tho  Volga  to  continue  hor  passive  resist¬ 
ance.  After  attacking  the  Near  East,  Germany  my  attempt  to  broak  through 
tho  British  anti-German  encirclement  formod  through  Iran,  Iraq,  Syria, 

Egypt  and  l.'orth  ..fricaj  but  landing  operations  on  the  British  homeland  may 
bo  postponed  until  next  spring.  On  tho  other  hand,  in  view  of  tho  fact 
that  America  will  gradually  prepare  herself  to  join  tho  war  and  that  while 
British  fifehtint,  spirit  remains  high,  it  will  be  difficult  to  defeat  Britain 
quickly,  Germany,  however,  scons  doterminod  to  completely  defeat  Britain, 
and  in  spito  of  tho  repeated  rur.ior  of  the  oxpoctod  peaco  between  Germany 
and  Britain,  there  is  yat  no  tendency  for  such  a  move,  and  for  the  timo  bo- 
ing  the  European  .-far  doos  not  appaar  to  cornu  to  an  end.

Iho  Rod  in  European  Russi*  suffered  a  crushing  bio-./  because  of 

tho  Russo-German  .far,  and  tho  Russian  munition  industry  has  boon  loft  but 
25  por  cent  because  of  tho  less  of  the  a.oa  wost  of  tho  Volga.  Since  this 
spring  the  Far  East  Red  has  sent  as  r einforcoments  far  more  than  two 
hundrod  thousand  soldiors,  tanks  *nd  1000  pianos  to  European  Russia. 
Though  tho  strength  has  incroasod  by  mobilization,  tho  present  Far  East 
Rod  Army- which  has  increasod  by  23  per  cent  in  porsonnol  is  less  37  por 
cent  in  tho  number  of  tanks,  and  36  por  cent  in  planes  as  compared  with 
thJ  strength  they  had  in  *-arch  of  this  yo*r.

Thailand,  Burma,  Singapore  and  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  we  have  certainly 
not  yot  hoard  of  any  military  alliance  nor  any  settlement  concerning  co¬ 
operation  among  Britain,  .unerica  and  the  Netherlands  (or  the  Chungking 
regime).  But  it  is  almost  of  no  doubt  that  they  have  mutual  understand¬ 
ing  concerning  this  Joint  defense  in  case  Japan  carries  out  an  armed 
advcnoo  to  any  ono  of  these  countries.  The  attitude  of  Britain  and 
-jnerica  will  also  be  affected  to  a  groat  degree  by  the  time  and  manner 
of  our  military  advance  to  the  south,  the  international  situation  at  the 
time,  and  the  internal  situation  of  both  Britain  and  America.  It  is 
necessary  to  take  into  consideration  all  probable  cases  which  nuy  take 
place  in  this  connection,  but  at  -,ny  rate  we  cannot  rjstrict  our  opponents 
only  to  the  Netherlands  or  to  Britain  <and  the  Netherlands  in  case  of  our 
southward  adv-nce,  .and  we  must  also  be  ready  for  Russia's  entering  the 


Now  we  have  made  the  following  general  forecast  concoming  each 
country,  Judging  from  the  present  situation. 


1.  Britain  (including  ..ustrali.a,  Canada,  etc,),  kfhen  we  advance 
to  the  Dutch  East  Indies  we  might  expect  Britain  to  carry  out,  first  of 
all,  a  diplomatic  campaign  reg-.rding  us  and  the  Dutch  Indies,  but  we  can 
expect  that  she  probably  will  make  up  her  mind  to  take  up  arms  for  her 
self-defense,  (whether  she  vd.ll  taka  up  arms  Immediately  or  not  will  de¬ 
pend  on  the  situation  thereof.)  Judging  from  Britain's  reports  and  be¬ 
havior  until  the  present,  we  are  considerably  sure  of  this  view. 

2.  America.  In  a  case  as  pointed  out  above,  Britain  may  at  once 
ask  for  ..merle an  assistance.  Therefore,  oven  if  America  does  not  parti¬ 
cipate  in  the  war  immediately,  she  will  of  course  acceler.atodly  strengthen 

her  military  preparati .ns.  Then  we  can  suppose  that  in  such  a  situation 
she  will  take  the  following  steps: 

a.  Diversionary  measures  3gainst  us  by  way  of  diplomacy. 

b.  Close  her  consulates. 

c.  Recall  ambassadors. 

d.  Severance  of  her  diplomatic  relations 

e.  Demonstrations  by  her  navy  and  air  forces. 

But  it  is  dangerous  to  form  such  a  view  that  America  would  take  gradual 
steps  toward  us,  judging  from  her  attitude  towards  Ger.nany.  For  we  cannot 
but  expect  .enerica  to  ta.^e  much  more  prompt  steps  in  case  vre  advance  to 
the  south,  compared  with  the  case  when  Germany  swept  over  the  European 
countries.  America  would  presumably  be  unable  to  overlook  the  Japanese 
southward  advance  as  "another's  business"  because  of  the  follovdng 
reasons :
